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Professors argue 
need for reactors 



Last night's "Great Debate", 
as it was billed by McGill's De- 
bating Union, illustrated the 
differences-existing in scientific • 
circles over the development of 
nuclear energy. Dr.- Wladmir 
Paskievic and Dr. Gordon 
Edwards presented the two con- 
flicting viewpoints. 

Paskievicl, a professor with 
the Nuclear Department of the 
University, of Montreal's Ecole 
Polytechnique and consultant 
to Hydro-Québec and Atomic 
Energy of Canada supported 
nuclear development, saying it 
was "more reliable, more 
economical and. more efficient 
than any other form of energy". 

Edwards, a teacher at Vanier 
College and Chairman of the 
Canadian Coalition for Nuclear 
Responsibility, argued for a 
limit to North America's growth 
syndrome. He saw the solution 
to the energy crisis as a scaling 
down of energy consumption 
and in the development of 
alternative' energy sources. 
"The sun, the wind and water 
are all sources of an inexhaust- 
ible supply of energy," he said. 

In contrast, Paskievicl de- 
clared that "There Is no energy 
crisis. The problem lies in 
managing resources. There will 
not be an energy crisis for 10 or 
15 years." 

He stressed the need to begin 
planning immediately for the 
energy needs of the 1980s and 
'90s. Paskievicl presented data 
suggesting that increased de- 
pendence on nuclear power was 
inevitable. 

"Fossil fuels are non-renew- 
able and more and more 
expensive. Hydro ; power Is 
available only in certain areas 
such as Quebec, Labrador and 
British Columbia. It too is a 
limited resource. Nuclear fuel is 
already a reality. In 1976, 20 
percent of the electricity 
consumed in Ontario was of 



nuclear origin," he stated. 

Edwards rejected this view- 
point. He saw nuclear energy as 
being enormously dangerous. 
To illustrate the potential risk 
involved, he explained that an 

■ accident in only one of the eight 
reactors at Ontario's Pickering 
Nuclear Power Station would 
"force the evacuation of Toronto 
and kill hundreds of thousands 
of people. The power unleashed 
would be a thousand times 
more destructive than. that of 
the Hiroshima bomb." 

Edwards listed a series of 
nuclear accidents indicating 
that, notwithstanding the 
claims of experts like Dr. 
Paskievicl, nuclear stations 
were far from foolproof. He 
described the case of a nuclear 
plant in Ireland which exploded 
In 1957,. contaminating the 
North Sea and releasing a radio- 
active cloud over Europe. 

Paskievicl dismissed these 
fears as basically groundless. 
"The probability of any sort of; 
nuclear accident occurring is 
less than one in a million. With 
the technical experience we 
now have we can design a 
nuclear plant that is virtually 
.failsafe; If an accident did occur 
it would likely be of a minor 
nature, not a catastrophe." 

Edwards felt sales of nuclear 
reactors to such countries as 
South Korea and Argentina by 
Canada was "immoral". Only 
the élite benefit from the power 
produced," he said, "moreover, 
these nations can use the 
plutonium residue to develop 
nuclear weapons". 

Paskievicl replied, saying, 
"Canada has the most stringent 
export policy in the world. We 
i were burnt with India but we 
won't be burnt again. Canada 
won't sell uranium to nations 
not party to the nuclear 

■ non-proliferation treaty.'' 

The "Great Debate" ended as 
it began, with neither side 
conceding anything.

Liberal legacy haunts

During the election cam- 
paign, the PQ stand on Bill 22 
did not often make the news. 
The public was preoccupied 
with Liberal dissension and last 
minute amendments. The PQ 
line was clear, however, more 
so than the original Bill: 
•removal of all tests adminis- 
tered under Bill 22, which the 
PQ believed to be discrimina- 
tory 

•choice of language of educa- 
tion for Quebec resident immi- 
grants 

•imposition of French langu- 
age education to all incoming 
immigrants, regardless of 
mother tongue, after enforce- 
ment of the new law. 

Unfortunately, the Honour- 
able Jacques-Yvan Morin had 
no choice, after his appoint- 
ment as Education Minister, 
but to administer some 100 
tests to the great surprise of 
all. It was a matter of equal 
treatment while Bill 22 re- 
mained law. And until this state 
of affairs remained, unchanged, 
not much could be done. 

A committee, headed by 
Camille Laurin, was formed to 
study the. amendments of the 
Bill and review the briefs sent 
to it by Interested parties. 
Consequently, a White paper is 



expected for the beginning of 
March. 

This paper is anxiously a- 
waited by the immigrant com- 
munity, and It appears that 
most of them are doing just 
that — waiting. Journalists at 
the "Corriere Itallano", an Ital- 
ian newspaper of the City of 
Montreal, believe the last word 
on the subject has been spoken 
and that even Angelo Montinl, 
the "Big M", has given up the 
fight. But according to Montini, 
president of the Conslglio 
Italo-Canadese, the. press only 
arrived at these conclusions 
out of sheer ignorance. Very 
little information of the Conslg- 
lio's recent actions have been 
allowed to leak to the media, to 
avoid alienating the majority of 
Quebecers from the immigrant 
cause. 

Only a 

Conslglio had successfully ral- 
lied 85 percent of the Italian 
community, some 140,000 indi- 
viduals, behind a brief it sent, 
back in December, to Laurin's 
committee reminding Levesque 
of principle of free choice. 
Montini sees this support as a 
desire for anglicization. 

While the Italian community 
is limiting its actions to the 
idea of free choice, other 
groups, such as the Hellenic 
Community of Montreal or the 



Canadian Jewish Congress are 
worried about future Immi- 
grants being forced to attend 
French schools. Meeting with 
Laurin, Mr. Manolakos, presi- 
dent of the Hellenic School 
Board, stated that his group 
would be disappointed in any 
law that instituted an education 
system incapable of producing 
fully bilingual students. In the 
Board's schools, attended by 
some 660 students, French, 
English and Greek are taught. 
Mr. Manolakos believes that a 
fully bilingual educaiton sys- 
tem would benefit all — 
especially Francophones. 

The only shady spot in the 
picture appears to be the con- 
tent of the new law itself — the 
word from the Education Minis- 
ter's .Office is that evaluation 
will not be based on tests. 

What then — will the new law 
be based, like the former one, 
on mother tongue or, as it 
seemed during the election 
campaign, on country of ori- 
gin? 

The new government also 
faces the awesome expecta- 
tions that came with its man- 
date. It remains to be seen if, 
as in the case of automobile « 
insurance nationalization, the 
Ideologists of the PQ will have 
to backtrack when faced with 
the reality of government.

The concept that the cause of 
world hunger is spiritual 
sparked the most vigorous re- 
sponse bv the , audience at 
the Hunger Panel held at McGIII 
last Thursday evening. One. 
member of the panel recounted 
her experiences In Haiti, saying 
the hungry of that country 
"seemed happy — they'd been 
poor for so long, they had just 
given up." She said the people 
of Haiti make contracts with 
Satan as a means of alleviating 
their hunger. She also noted 
that the Ethiopians have a ten- 
dency to attribute their hunger 
to Allah's will, and that they do 
not feel bitter towards the for- 
eigners who go to Ethiopia to 
help. Another panel member 
felt the well-fed also had a spir- 




itual hangup concerning the 
hunger problem that is rooted 
in selfishness. "Everyone 
wants something for himself. 
It's always me, me, me." 

A third panel member disa- 
greed that hunger has spiritual 
roots; he felt it was a problem 
of distribution, another speaker 
declared that "hunger exists 
because of politics." 

One member of the audience, 
who identified himself as an 
African, said the roots of the 
problem were "economical and 
technological" and that many 
African nations do not have the 
money for the mechanical tech- 
nology they require. He la- 
belled food distribution as a 
serious problem, on par with 
the "exploitation of our mineral 
resources by the Western world

Noting that four of the five 
"hunger alleviation" agencies 
represented on the panel had 
Christian charity and "the love 
of Jesus Christ" as their main 
motivation, another member of 
the audience expressed amaze- 
ment that the Roman Catholic 
Church, "a major exploiter", 
would be concerned about 
world hunger. A member of the 
panel answered that the Church 
was "trying to get out of Its role 
as an exploiter", and that many 
bishops were now admitting 
the Church's hierarchy had to 
be abolished. 

Maldistribution of food as a 
cause of hunger was another 
bone of contention. The World 
Vision-sponsored film, "Ethio- 



pian Report" was shown. It 
mentioned the lack of adequate 
roads in the country, causing 
much relief food to rot before it 
could be distributed. The Red 
Cross panel member said that 
food distribution agencies had 
to be careful of whom they 
hired to distribute the food. The 
distributors had to be "people 
strong enough to resist 
working with the government, 
or else the food could end up 
on the black market." 

It was also pointed out that 
80 percent of US foreign aid 
stays right in the country and is 
used in growing food to ship 
overseas, as well as to employ 
people to do the paper work. 
Most of the panel members de- 
plored this sort of stop-gap aid, 
as it did not teach the people to
